16 (b) (2 The minimum medical, hospital, and disability benefits provided by
17 aninsurer under this section shall include up to [$2,500] $3,500 for:

18 (1) payment of all reasonable and necessary expenses that arise
19 from amotor vehicle accident and that are incurred within 3 years after the accident

20 for necessary prosthetic devices and ambulance, dental, funeral, hospital, medicdl,

21 professional nursing, surgical, and x-ray services,

22 (i) payment of benefits for 85% of income lost:
